A new educational service for

Because of a very: slow wobble 
of the earth called precession, 
the place in the sky occupied by 
the sun on the first day of spring, 
the vernal equinox, is slowly mov- 
ing westward and will eventually 
reach Aquarius. Its arrival there, 
astrologers say, will usher in an 
intellectual period of change and 
brotherly love. 

Perhaps, suggests Carr, today’s 
young people are impatient for 
this event to occur, as we have 
already spent over 1500 years in 
the Age of Pisces.

How can you determine if a house is well-constructed? 


On. first entering a house, 
look at the hardware, trim, and
